THE LOWLY CUCUMBER. 


HE old and familiar quotation 
of “blossoming like a green 
bay tree” is liable to lose its 


istanding through records being 


made almost daily by things that 
grow in Southern California, and 
particular in Los Angeles county. 

Among the latest products to bid 
for fame is the well-liked, but oft- 
times colic-laden cucumber. A ten- 
days’ old wonder was brought to the 
Chamber of Commerce exhibit hall 
yesterday by C. E. Bullock of Riviera, 
The giant infant was ten inches long, 
an average of one inch growth a day 
for its short but strenuous life. Ac- 
cording to many growers this is not 
really extraordinary, as the cucum- 
ber in Southern California develops 
very rapidly. 

Although not in the limelight a 
great deal and not so beautiful as 
the golden citrus products, the cu- 


mber is quite an important agri- 
Cultural factor in the county, The 


largest crop is grown in the vicinity 
of Signal I. near Long Beach, the 
authorities say. The people of Bos- 
ton were paying fancy prices in May 
for Los Angeles county cucumbers, 
the first carload of the season hav- 
ing been shipped early that month. 
Other eastern cities have since en- 
joyed the Signal Hill product, as the 

earliest vegetables are sent East. 
Estimates on the crop for 1916 
run up to 200 cars, all of which will 
bring good prices. There is one pe- 
culiar feature about the Southern 
California varieties—they are in de- 
mand for two reasons. One is that 
they are finely flavored and greatly 
desired for the table, and the other 
is that they are in equally strong de- 
mand for their seed. It appears for 
some reason known only to Mother 
Nature that the best results in east- 
ern planting are had from the South- 
ern California seeds, hence if for any 
reason the crop was not sold for the 
table it could be held to advantage 
for the seed, there a ready sale 
is obtain-

Besides 
this latest comer in the State, there are five big interests that combine pro- 
duction, refining, transportation and mark „ VI.: The Standard Oil 
Company of California, the r Olli Company, the Union Oil-Inde- 
pendent Producers’ Agency combine, the Shell Company of California and 
the General Petroleum Corporation. All these have their own wells, pipe 
lines, refineries, ships and rketing stations. 

The Pan-American Petroleum and Tra 
ready acquired lands and 
at San Francisco, three in England, and a number at various shipyards 
along the Atlantic Coast, and has a number already afloat and in service 
on the Atlantic. Although no announcement has been made, it is cer- 
tain that after development of the properties, or perhaps concurrently 
therewith, pipe lines are to be built to tide water the company, unless, 
indeed, some of the exist lines are acquired the Pan-American.

The Pan-American and the California Petréleum are dis- 
tinct companies, with their controlling interest in different hands, but with 
the same field management and with some of the stock of both hela by 
the same people. Both were originally Doheny properties, but the Cali- 
fornia Petroleum Was sold to New York interests. The appearance of the 
two companies as joint and equal partners in the operation of the Bell 
ranch suggests the probability of a merger between them at some later 
date. By such a merger the Pan-American would come into possession of 
one of the largest n in Midway and Coalinga and of a 
smalier property in the Salt Held. 

In addition to the Bell ranch, the Pan-American has acquired the 
Bard Oil and Asphalt property of 6000 acres at Santa Paula, Ventura 
county, with a number of wells and a six-inch pipe line to the railroad. 
The Bard property is but slightly developed, but its potentialities have 
been well demonstrated, especially during the last few weeks by the drill

AGENCY MEMBERS PROFIT. 


The second event of importance to the California of] industry during 
the last two weeks ig the payment of 50 cents a barrel to members of the 
Independent Oil Producers’ Agency for such of their product as was mar- 
keted during the month of June. Same sum will be paid for July 
and August and each month until the returns from the consumers enables 
a still higher figure to be paid to producers who are members of the 
agency. As the agency is marketing around 1,100,000 barrels a month, the 
new rate of payment means the distribution of about $550,000 to members. 

The increase in price during June over May is about 11 cents a barrel. 
This i has been rendered possible by the acfion of the Union Oil 
Company, marketing agent of the ney, in agreeing to postpone the col- 
lection of a large part of its legal es until such time as the average 
market price received for the oll from consumers will enable the agency to 
pay up these charges without cutting the average price to member below 
50 cents. But for this action on the part of the Union, agency members 
would have received but 39 cents and a fraction for June oil deliveries. 
Thus it will be seen that the amount in money distributed will be increased 
by more than $100,000 for June. That some of the companies belonging 
to the agency will enabled to resume payment of dividends within a 
short time is now likely. 

Being a marketer and competitor of the Standard and other companies, 
the agency was obliged to cut prices to consumers during a time when field 
prices were less than half the 63 cents now paid at the well for the lower 
grades of oil. Many of these contracts are still in force. Whenever it is 
possible, they are being readjusted to the present conditions; others will 
soon expire and will be renewed at much higher This being the 
case, it is expected it will be but a few months before the average market 
returns will be quite sufficient to enable the agency to pay up all back 
charges while continuing to pay its members 50 cents or even to increase

The actual methods of swordmaking 
in Japan are jealously guarded, an 
extraordinary feature of the indus- 
try being the religious ceremony 
which accompanies every process of 
their manufacture. The walle of 
every swordmaking shop in Japan 
will be found to be covered with Al- 
legorical representations of the 
swordsmakers and the chief god-

and wisps of straw, while should 
any woman enter the shop disaster 
would certainly come to the swords 
that are being made and to their 
wielders. Consequently women are 
absolutely debarred from entering 
business as swordmakers, while not 
only is prayer offered up before the 
work begins, but various religious 
rites, peculiar to the Japanese, are 
performed in order that the swords, 
when finally completed, may be said 
to have been well and truly made. 
Even the final processes of polish- 
ing and sharpening are characterized 
by certain religious ceremonies, and 
finally the weapons are offered, one 
by one, to the sword god to be 
blessed. This ceremony consists in 
placing the swords in front of the 
goddess of the Shintos on the wall, 
with an offering of sake, rice and 
sweetmeata, after which prayer- 
serolis are read and upon 
the work is invoked. ;
